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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 07-18-2007, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Election/Restrictions 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 8- 
20 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 8-20 have 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a power transmission for a 
medical manipulator set forth in claim 1, and most significantly requires one of the 
pulleys having a tapered anchor pin embedded tapered hole with a slit elongated in the 
circumference direction of the pulley to the opposite side of the hole, the slit embedding 
the flexible power transmission element wound on a part of the outer circumference 
thereof and the pin having a path hole penetrating the anchor pin across the lengthwise 
direction thereof to receive the flexible power transmission element inserted therein, the 
anchor pin fixing one of the pair of the drive pulley and the driven pulley, and the path 
hole being formed in the slit
